_ Adtho the price of Greck coins has risen 
fairly steadily the past few years for pieces in 
fine condition, I should not be treating you fairly if 
I did not warn.you that purchasing them for such an 
increase in value is as much a speculation as purchase 
ing any other commodity would be. The price which you 
pay to a dealer for thom includes as his profit somee 
thing of the inorease he might obtein if he delaved his 
gale. Furthermore, if you were foreed to soil at auce 
tion the coin you had purchased from adealer, it is une 
likely that you would obtain the price that he had 
forced you to paye By placing yourself in the hands of 
@ reputable dealer you would avoid the risk of acounulate 
ing counterfeits, but this is another pitfall for the 
unwary e 


I do not mean te be discouraging, and if vou 
were able te visit our Museum, I showld like to try to 
have you obtain something of $) @ joy that comes from the 
possession of a beautiful object, which is the motive 
behind most of our collectors who are willine to pay for 
that pleasure the form of the interest on what they 
invest in, and risk the possibility of receiving: 
ultimately no more than what they pay for tho coins which 
have given thom this pleasure 


As for gold coins, the Creeks did not strike 
a great many varieties of them, nor are they considered 
as beautiful ae their silver coins. Have you any books 
on the subject? You shovld find Maedonald’s "Coin Types*® 
in the University Library. If I can help you further, | 
please do not hesitate to call upon mee
